During the. period of Richard ti. Burks's ownership, the James River 
and Iianawha Company built the canal along the James River that was 
to link Buchanan with Richmond and thus to the sea. The so-called 
Second Divislon of the canal (Lynchburg to Buchanan) was completed 
in 1851, rqith a massive stone lock and dam on Burks's land, 
approximatelj- one-quarter mile from the house. Burks would 
certainly have benefitted from the abilit, to ship agricuitural 
products via the canal after 1851.

When Burks died in 1857, the property passed from his heirs 
(including his wife, Susan D. Burks) through several owners until 
in 1875 it was purchased from David Skidmore by Frederick

Under Johnston's ownership, the farm was operated by iris son 
Charles. The 1880 E.S. Census indicates that the properr?- had a 
cash value of ~ 1 5 , 0 0 0 ;  its agricultural output icas aiso 
proportionall>- smaller than that of Richard Burks.19) The end of 
slavery in the Civil War period made it difficult to maintain such 
a large estate; in the years following the war, portionsof the 
propert? were sold. The 1000 acres of improved land and 1355 acres 
of unimproved land owned by Burks in 1850 had shrunk to 400 tilled 
acres and 179 acres of woodland and forest by 1880. 

In 188i Johnston returned to Longwood, the house in Salem he had 
built in 1842. George C. Alphin bought the Annandale property in 
1887 from Fanny Johnston, Frederick Johnston's daughter. ~lphin's 
intention was to live in the house, but his wife was unwilling, so 
his sons George, Jr. and killiam operated the farm, each living 
there for a time. Two other brothers, Guy and Richard, also became 
involved in the farming operation. Finall)., a grandson of George 
Alphin Sr., Dr. Aubrey Alphin Houser, became owner of the property. 
Dr. Houser, educated at Washington and Lee Universit>- and the 
Medical College of I'irginia, acquired several farms ir~ the area 
from the 1930s to the 1960s to raise beef cattle and practice -

experimental techniques of raising bulls.(lO) Houser lived in 
Richmond, where he was associated with the Poythress Pharmaceutical 
Company, whose assets included the 3000-acre farm upon which that 
Annandale was sited, along with 1000 Aberdeen .Angus cattle.(ll) 
He used Annandale as a summer home. It was the scene ih 1981 of 
his one-hundredth birthda? party, also attended by the mayor of 
Richmond, Henry i. Marsh, 111. When Dr. Houser 1;as ninety-seven, 
he married Yrs. Sue Guthrle Davis, an old famil?. friend and former 
employee. 

The current owner, Dr. killiam Davis, is the late Mrs. Houser's 
son. Dr. Davis, who has spent his summers in the house since 1942, 
gained controlling interest in Rockbridge Corporation, the entity 
that owns Annandale, in the late 1970s.
